WASHINGTON, May 1.—That war 
•with oth r nations than Germany may 
threaten the United States wan indi­ 
cated in the Senate today when Sen­ 
ator Chamb erlain introduced for re- 
passage the conscript army b ill. 
“Upon adv ice of the judge adv ocate 
general, I desire to amend the b ill,” 
Chamb erlain said, “so as to sub stitute 
the word ‘emergency’ for 
the 
word 
‘war’ wherev er it applies in the b ill. 
“The reason giv en me is that the 
b ill now applies only to the war with 
Germany and if we were drawn into 
a war with other nations it wouldn’t 
apply to thci'ie.’’ 
Chamb erlain’s motion lost. 
The conscription age limit was set 
in the Senate at 27 years. 
Disreputab le resorts were prohib ited 
within ten miles of training 
camps 
through an adopted amendment. 
La Follete presented an amendment 
for a referendum oil conseiiption. 
Both houses were wildly enthusias­ 
tic when Marshal Joff re and 
Viv iani 
v isited Congress. 
The applause was 
continuous. 
Vice President Marshall 
welcomed the French env oys.

locked a censorship upon cab les, 
telegraphs and- telephones, apply­ 
ing the cab le prohib itions to all 
lines, b ut operating against tele­ 
graphs and telephones only along 
the Mexican b order. 
President Wilson ordered 
the 
censorship 
b y 
proclamation and 
left it to the war and nav y depart­ 
ments to work out regulations. 
These regulations 
were 
com­ 
pleted and the censorship ordered 
into immediate effect. 
President Wilson’s proclamation 
reads: 
“Whereas the existence of a 
state of war b etween the United 
States and the imperial German 
gov ernment makes it essential to 
the pub lic safety that 
no 
com­ 
munication of a character which 
would aid the enemy or its allies 
shall b e had. 
Therefore, b y v irtue of the pow­ 
er v ested in me under the consti­ 
tution and b y the joint resolution 
passed b y Congress on April 
6, 
1917, declaring the, existence of a 
state of war, it is ordered that all 
companies or other persons own­ 
ing, controlling or operating tele­ 
graph and telephone lines or sum- 
marine cab les are hereb y prohib it­ 
ed from transmitting messages to 
points without the United States 
and from deliv ering messages re­ 
ceiv ed from 
such 
points except 
those permitted under rules and 
regulations to b e estab lished b y 
the secretary of war, for telegraph 
and telephone lines, and b y the 
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secretary of the 
nav y, for sub ­ 
marine cab les. 
“To these departments, respect­ 
iv ely, is delegated the duty of pre­ 
paring and enforcing 
rules 
and 
regulations under this order to ac­ 
complish the purpose mentioned. 
This order shall take effect from 
date. 
“WOODROW WILSON.” 
The censorship naturally hits 
newspapers 
and 
press 
associa­ 
tions chiefly, b ut it also inv olv es 
messages, incoming and outgoing, 
of 
American 
b usiness concerns 
and indiv iduals. 
The ob jects of the censorship 
are officially defined as b eing to 
prev ent 
military 
information 
reaching the enemy; to prev ent 
spreading of information prejudi­ 
cial to the interests of the United 
States or of interest to Germany; 
to prev ent circulation of false re­ 
ports. or reports prejudicial either 
to military operations or prejudi­ 
cial to relations with foreign pow­ 
ers.

constitutes 
America’s 
first 
taste of real, 
far-time, 
iron-clad 
military censorship and the regu­ 
lations are sufficiently 
b road 
to 
giv e the gov ernment censors the 
b roadest powers 
of

LONDON, May 1.—A drama of in­ 
ternal strife may b e in progress in 
Germany today—b ut a thick curtain 
of

newspapers. 
Moreov er, German citizens were un­

many’s internal situation all sorts of 
sensational rumors gained circulation 
here today. 
It appeared certain from

For more than a month rumors of another peace “feeler” b y the imperial 
German chancellor hav e b een circulating in Europe. A conference which the 
Austrian emperor held with the Kaiser ab out that time was the b asis for re­ 
ports that Austria was pressing for new peace offers b y the central powers. 
Of more recent circulation hav e b een persistent rumors that the economic 
situation in Germany was such that her gov ernmental leaders realized some 
new play for pub lic support must b e made. 
Germany is b eliev ed today to b e torn with strikes of more or less magni­ 
tude. facing considerab le discontent ov er steadily diminishing rations, and 
with her people aroused to a desire for greater participation in gov ernmental 
affairs. 
A few weeks ago German officials showed their intense desire for a 
separate peace with Russia through socialist emissaries permitted to com­ 
municate with Russian socialists. 
At the same time came rumors from Aus­ 
tria and Turkey indicating growing weariness with war in those two allies of 
Germaiu'. 
United Press Copenhagen dispatches recently forecast another 
peace ‘feeler” b y Bethmann-Holhv eg, stating that the terms to b e offered 
in this second b id would on their face appear to b e more lib eral than those 
which were rumored at the time of the first proffer on Decemb er 12. 
Students of German internal affairs hav e maintained that Germany’s first 
peace proffer was induced b y political expediency, rather than a sincere de­ 
sire for stoppage of the war. unless that stoppage came on Germany’s own 
terms. 
It was pointed out after the first offer that Hollweg, b y making it 
and b y receiv ing it, the flat refusal that the other German leaders fully ex­ 
pected when they put the plan into operation, had forced unity for war of all 
political parties. 
The situation in Germany then was that the socialists wanted peace; 
the v on Tirpitz adv ocates wanted unb ridled sub marine warfare; the con­ 
serv ativ es fought sub marine ruthlessness, fearing entanglement with neu­ 
trals—including the United States. 
Hollweg’s proffer was made without any terms b y which the allies could 
judge Germany’s sincerity. 
Because of their distrust of such an offer and 
knowledge from unofficial hints that Germany wanted the peace of a v ictor, 
the allies rejected it. 
The result, according to authorities on German 
conditions, 
was 
that 
ruthless sub marine warfare was decided upon. 
The v on Tirpitz adv ocates 
were pleased; the anti-ruthless b ranch and the socialists were quieted with 
the plea that since Germany’s enemies insisted on 
further 
war 
Germany 
must use ev ery weapon of defense. 
Following this same reasoning, it was b eliev ed possib le that now, with 
the socialists fast growing in strength and with many Germans holding the 
forcing of America into the war, a mistake, the German 
leaders

termined on another peace mov e with exactly the same sort of a political 
coup in v iew.
